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A SLAVONIAN WEDDIt

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E very year in September, Vinkovci, a 
town in Slavonia, stages a series of 
cultural, economic and tourist events which 
together are called the "Vinkovci Autumn". 
There are some 20 events on the 
programme and several thousand people 
take part in them as performers. 

The most spectacular event is the 
festival of original folk art of Slavonia and 
Baranja, the largest of its kind in 
Yugoslavia. On the day, in the first or 
second week of September, two, three and 
sometimes four thousand men and v/omen 
parade through the streets of Vinkovci clad 
in colourful folk costumes. They are 
members of more than 50 village culture 
and arts societies. A carriage and pair, 
pulled by Lippizaner horses, all elaborately 
decorated, are a special attraction. After 
the parade, the crowds converge on the 
local stadium to watch festival 
performances and relish the authentic 
songs and dances, costumes and customs 
of Slavonia. 

The rich and varied programme of folk 
performances and cultural events at the 
“Vinkovci Autumn" festival also includes 


so-called Soksdki divani, gatherings on 
nearby fanning estates. Sitting round the 
heavily laden tables, everybody is invited to 
tuck into the fins Slavonian food, join in 
the singing and exchange jokes with his 
neighbour. In the neighbouring village of 
Borinci, a feast is held to mark the 
beginning of the apple-picking season on 
the largest plantation of this fruit in 
Europe. 

It is not by accident that Vinkovci plays 
host to this festival of folklore every 
autumn. Slavonian villages, scattered over 
the fertile plain between the Sava and 
Danube rivers, preserve and cherish the 
traditions handed down to them by 
previous generations. These traditions are 
deeply ingrained in every Slavonian man 
and woman. 


In the Slavonian village of Nijemd, some 30 km. 
from Vinkovci, Martin Re$tarovi6 (24) married 
Katica Bstajevid (17). 

The parents of the bridal couple prepared the 
wedding feast in accordance with Slavonian 
customs. 
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The grandfather's and grandmother's 
apparel is treasured, regularly brushed and 
aired, and kept in the wooden chests that 
can be found in every Slavonian home. 
While simpler folk costumes are worn every 
day, the finest clothes are reserved for 
festive occasions. They add colour to the 
village life, and the “Vinkovci Autumn" folk 
festival is the chance to show off the best 
that one has. 

The spirit of tradition lives on, and 
wedding ceremonies are very much a part 
of it. 


Evidence of this was a recent wedding 
in the village of Nijemci, 30 kilometres from 
Vinkovci. A local girl, Katica Belajevid. aged 
17, was being given in marriage to 24-year- 
old Martin ReStarovic, both coming from 
respected farming families. The couple's 
parents had arranged for the wedding 
ceremony to take place according to old 
Slavonian custom. The forms to be 
observed go back centuries. Preparations 
got under way well in advance — more 
than 500 wedding guests had to be 
welcomed and entertained. 


On the eve of the wedding. Martin 
invited his friends to a feast to share with 
him the sorrows of parting with his 
bachelor life. The next morning, the 
wedding guests gathered at the 
bridegroom's home and then they all 
together, to the sound of music provided 
by the local band, marched off to fetch the 
best man, who was awaiting them in his 
spacious courtyard. It was there that the 
real merrymaking began. Then back to the 
bridegroom’s house again for the special 
lunch with all the guests doing justice to 














About 500 guests were entertained in the two 
homes. 

All the wedding guests were dressed in traditional 
costume. The wedding feast lasted all night. 

Similar wedding customs are maintained in other 
villages in the region of Slavonia 


his household’s magnificent cuisine. 

Meanwhile, at the Belajevic house, the 
finishing touches were being put to the 
bride's wedding dress and to the 
arrangements to welcome the groom and 
his party. 

After lunch, the bridegroom decided it 
was time he called for his bride. So he 
headed the long procession to her home 
with his father and the blaring band 
bringing up the rear and painting the 
village red with singing, dancing, drinking 
and shooting. 

Outside the bride's home, at least 500 
guests in folk costume waited for her 
brothers to lead the girl out and start the 
traditional "bargaining” with the 
bridegroom. 

This over the party went first 
to the local registrar and then to the 
church for the wedding ceremonies. Later 
they all returned to the bridegroom’s house 
where the mother-in-law, who assumed the 
role of master of ceremonies, was waiting 
for them at the threshold. 

The feasting that 

followed lasted until the small nours. and 
some guests continued well into the next 
day. But the newly-weds had retired at 
midnight after receiving their wedding gifts. 

The wedding in Nijemci. a rich 
Slavonian village of hardworking peasants 
(it was first mentioned in records dating 
from 1009) was not a prearranged folklore 
event but a genuine wedding according to 
the old customs and traditions? 

Nijemci is not the only village in 
Slavonia which keeps alive the customs 
inherited from the past. This is also true of 
Ivankovo, Babina Greda, Mikanovci, Otok 
and other villages. 

This is exactly why it is possible at the 
"Vinkovci Autumn" festival to see authentic 
folk traditions and customs and to hear 
original folk songs. 

Some Slavonian villages — thanks to 
the efforts of the Vinkovci Tourist Society 
— have become centres of tourism in the 
countryside.
